"The report of the school enumerators 
for 1906 has been completed and placed 
in the hands of County Superintendent 
W. O. Head lee. 
The report shown a loss of forty 
school children from the number last 
year. 
As this enumeration is the basis on 
which money is drawn from the State 
Treasury to cover the cost of the op- 
oration of schools, the money which 
Hush county will receive next year 
will be $114.20 short of what it was 
this year. 
Outside the city of Rushville, the 
loss was general, but here there was a | 
gain of several children between the 
ages of 6 and 21 years. 
It. does not 
mean that, every person between those 
ages goes to school, but money is re­ 
ceived from the State for their educa­ 
tion whether they attend school or 
not, and the amount being $2 88 per 
capita.

Farmers Sell Them the 


Small Eggs. 


“ The old method of buying and gel­ 
ling eggs by the dozen promises to 
soon give way to the weight plan,” 
says 
the 
Shelbyville 
Republican. 
“ Local grocers will put a differential 
on eggs bought from the farmer not 
as to age, but as to size. 
They have 
learned that the farmers are selling 
them the smaller eggs and 'saving the 
larger ones for buyers for the eastern 
market, where weight of eggs is count­ 
ing more and more in the price. 
Af­ 
ter the eastern plan some of the local 
grocers sell eggs at a varying price. 
If the smallest size brings 15 cents a 
dozen tile next size is sold at IT cents 
a dozen and the size passing through 
the largest mesh in sorting sell for 
another cent more. 
“ One of 
the prominent egg and 
poultry dealers in this city save that 
there is little doubt that the farmers 
will be forced by conditions to pay 
more attention to a breed of poultry 
that produces larger eggs instead of 
more eggs. 
He says that they are 
breeding Leghorns freely because they 
lay many eggs, but that they are so 
small that they must necessarily sell 
for less money per dozen. 
One of two 
things must be done he thinks, get 
Urger eggs or sell them by w eight.”

Notice lias been sent out bv D. H, 
Mo.\bee, State factory inspector, that 
hereafter the department of inspection 
will enforce the law which requires 
owners 
of 
manufacturing 
plants 
promptly to r«*port all accidents in 
their shojis. 
In the letter Mr. Mc- 
Abe© says the department has ever 
since its establishment, dealt leniently 
with manufacturers in this matter, be­ 
lieving that compliance with the law 
could better be brought about by edu­ 
cation, but he says he thinks that sev­ 
en years of education is long enough. 
The law requires that all accidents in 
manufacturing or mercantile establish­ 
ments, mines, quarries, laundries, re­ 
novating works, bakeries or printing 
offices must be reported to the factory 
inspector within forty-eight houri* af­ 
ter 
the 
accident. 
The 
inspector 
makes a thorough investigation and 
suggests means by which sim ilar acci­ 
dents m ar be avoided in tile future.

May 12. — In 
rescuing her six-months-old sister from 
an upstairs room in a burning house 
yesterday, Dessie Dake, twelve years 
old, received serious burns. 
A watch 
which belonged to hdr dead mother 
was the only other article saved by 
the girl out of the burning hoase. 
The house in which the family of 
David Dake lived was the last house 
in the once thriving town of Dobles- 
ville. 
The town was laid out in the 
early days of Shelby county, but its 
prestige waned 
when its site was 
shunned by the newly built Big Four 
railroad. 
While the little girl was on ber way 
from a field 
in 
which her father 
worked she saw smoke issuing from a 
gable of the house. 
She ran to the 
house and pushing open a door, groped 
for the stairway and scrambled blind­ 
ly into the second story, where her 
baby sister lay screaming and half 
suffocated on a cot. 
As she gathered 
the baby in her arms the burned cords 
of a large picture snapped and the 
frame threw her to the floor.

groped her way again to the stairway 
with

burden,

her 
mother’s watch from a bureau as she 
passed. 
When she reached the ground 
her hair and that of her baby sister 
was scorched and their flesh was blis­ 
tered by the heat.

Chicago. May 12.—Direct charges of 
collusion between the Standard Oil 
company and the St Louis St Iron 
Mountain railroad were made during 
the second day’s hearing of the inves­ 
tigation of relations between the oil 
company and the common carriers of 
the country, before the interstate com­ 
merce commission. 
H. J. Cohn of St. Louis, for fifteen 
years connected with the Standard 
Oil company, declared that the agents 
of the railroad acted aa agents of the 
oil company and received a commis­ 
sion on the amount of oil they sold. 
He himself, acting as an agent of the 
Standard Oil company, had. he said, 
appointed agents at various places on 
the Iron Mountain road in Missouri. 
He had known station agents to re­ 
sign, he said. because the oil business 
was taken sway from them. and the 
pay was not sufficiently remunerative 
otherwise. 
Attorneys for the Standard Oil com­ 
pany during the cross-examination of 
Maxon. the Illinois operator who tes­ 
tified Thursday, showed that he has 
repeatedly written letters to officers 
of the oil company threatening to 
make trouble because he did not con­ 
sider himself well treated. Maxim ad­ 
mitted writing the letters, and said 
that he did it "just for amusement,” 
Other witnesses were A. J. David­ 
son, president of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco road; J. F. Tucker, chair­ 
man of the Central Freight Traffic as­ 
sociation; H. J. Cohn of St. Louis, and 
S. L. Hibbs of Peoria, 111. 
Mr Tucker said that Sept. 29, 1889, 
the pro rating on oil west of Detroit 
was withdrawn. 
F. W. Bolts, traffic 
manager of the National Petroleum 
association, was permitted to cross­ 
examine the witness. 
"We would Uke to show that protest 
has been made to the Central Traffic 
association on the part of indepen­ 
dent refineries against certain rates,” 
said Mr. Boltz. It was arranged that 
Mr. Bolts will be allowed to examine 
th© records of the association to dis­ 
cover the alleged protest. 
Mr. Tucker was questioned at some 
length regarding the manner in which 
the Central Traffic association is con­ 
ducted. 
He was succeeded on the 
stand by H, J. Cohn of Bt.. Louis, who 
was connected with the Waters-Plerco 
Oil company for fifteen years. 
He 
declared that certain territories In Il­ 
linois were divided between the Wat* 
ers-Pierce Oil company and the Stan­ 
dard OU company for the sale of oil. 
The accounts of the former company 
are, he said, checked up by auditors 
of the Standard Oil company. 
TI ie 
witness declared that in one published 
tariff of the Missouri Pacific road a 
reduction of 1% cents per hundred on 
oil is provided for if the pipe line 
passed under the Mississippi river. 
The Waters Pierce Oil company up to 
three years ago. he said, owned two 
pipe lines passing under th© river. 
The Iron Mountain road, the witness 
said, had acted as an agent in secur­ 
ing business for the Standard Oil com­ 
pany from all small towns in southern 
Missouri, receiving a compensation for 
all work done 
Agents of the road, he 
said. acted also as agents for the oil 
company. 
For their services they 
were paid a commission of I cent a 
gallon. 
The witness said that he as 
an agent of the Standard Oil company 
had appointed new railroad agents in 
Missouri 
where 
vacancies 
existed. 
One man. the witness declared, had re­ 
signed his position when he lost th© 
oil agency, saying that the position 
did not pay enough without tho oil 
business. 
The last witness of the day was S. 
L. Hibbs of Peoria. Ill who gave evi­ 
dence regarding the methods of crush­ 
ing independent dealers, similar to 
that given by previous witnesses. 
During his testimony Attorney M!l- 
1 ler. representing the Standard Oil 
I company, objected to the evidence, 
claiming that it had no bearing upon 
the relations of the company with the 
railroads, and saying that it simply 
I Is a “lot of muck-raking.” 
"Well,” replied Commissioner Clem 
ents, "If the Standard Oil company is 
in the muck I se© no reason why a 
( rake should not be used.”

I had finished my “ No. 3’* when I 
rceeived the Republican containing a 
letter from ray old friend Cowing. 
I 
had qnestioned the correctness of our

started out on our little pilgrim age. 
It was a very jjleasant trip and a nice 
little trial, and I enjoyed 
it very

Well. Hubbard won the case 
and received

50.

back to town like victors returning 
from the wars — Hubbard elated over 
w inning iiis case (for he was then 
qnite yonng in tiie law ) and happy as 
a lord in tiie w ealth he had accum u­ 
lated, which he joyfully rattled in 
his pocket. 
Bigger and Logan were anotlier law 
firm at th at time. 
Logan had been a 
physician, but not

well, lie abandoned medicine and took 
np the study of and practice of law. 
In th at he very clearly demonstrateti 
the tru th of the quaint but Expressive 
asying, “ janqied from tiie frying pan 
into the fire,” for ids success in tiiat 
calling was not by any means phenoiii 
inal.

to Ootiiiersville and either Ignorantly 
or with ‘‘malice aforethought” passed 
on a iiiercfiaiit there a oouuterfeit ten 
dollar bill, 
Slie was promptly arrest 
ed, and there seemed to be a pretty 
clear case against her. 
Her husband 
was <me of the pr«wpereus farmers of 
tiie couuty- -c<msidered quite wealtiiy 
as tim es were tlien — able to put up a 
vigorous defense of 
ids wife. 
lie 
came to llusliville ami employed Big 
ger and Logan to flgld tiie case. 
It 
seemeii to be a pretty serious case to 
say the least of it, and tiie most vig­ 
orous and strenuous efforts were at 
once put forth to settle it out of court 
Several triixs were made to the home 
of the woman, and many interviews 
were liad w ith neighbors and others, 
who m ight be of help as witnesses in 
case it came ¡into court. 
Finally, as 
a last effort to get the m atter settled, 
L ogan—“ R ube.” as he was called— 
m ounted a horse and rotle over to

For the m an—E. H. Barnard, chem­ 
ist of the State laboratory at Indian 
apolis—has fonnd that ont of 41 sam­ 
ples of baking powder examined, only 
lb were pnre and up to the standard 
strength. 
The other ‘23 were below 
standard. 
Baking powder, in order to be np to 
standard, m ust yield at least 10 per 
cent, of its weight in available carbon 
dioxide. 
M r.[Barnard, in his exami 
nation, made no distinction between 
alum, phosphate and cream of tartar 
baking i>owders, but tested them only 
for their strength. 
Of the ‘23 that 
were found to be illegal, more than 
one-half of them had less than half of 
the 'required 
10 pt»r cent, strength. 
And one of them had only one-tenth 
of the rt^quired strength.

Growing grain 
is in fine shape: fall orders except at 
a few points cHintirue to expand; the 
labor situation is certainly more fa 
vorable; manufacturing in all lines the 
country over Is active; new construc­ 
tion work is of marked propdrtions: 
demand for m aterial is heavy; orders 
for steel rails are large: the Insurance 
situation is easier and so are money 
rates, while collections, save at a few 
centers, tend to improve. In fact, un­ 
derlying conditions could hardly be 
better. 
The labor situation especially shows 
marked improvement. The anthracite 
coal tie-up has ended and lld.OM men 
will go to work shortly. The bitumin­ 
ous strike is not entirely cleared up, 
but the lase traffic strike, which prom 
ised to be very serious, has been ad 
Justed and much congestion and diver­ 
sion of freight from water to rail 
routes has been obviated. Troubles In 
the building trades, too. have been 
very generally settled, and it is now 
apparently having the greatest year 
in Its history. 
The scarcity of labor 
in fact is still the only drawback to 
an apparently boundless activity in 
nearly all lines.
